Scientology claims this case is for breach of contract against defendant Armstrong and 
for interference with contract against defendants Minton and the Lisa McPherson Trust. 

It is in truth an unlawful furtherance of a crime, specifically, but not limited to 18 USC 
Sec. 241, the conspiracy against Constitutional rights and privileges, including, but not 
limited to, religion, speech, association, due process, slavery, litigant’s privilege, priest- 
penitent privilege and doctor-patient privilege. 

This case is governed by that fact that this Court, in the persons of Judges Gary Thomas 
and Vernon Smith, issued a series of unlawful orders, specifically its “permanent 
injunction,” “judgment,” contempt orders and arrest warrants from 1995 through 2001 in 
the related case Marin SC 152229/157680, which orders themselves were in furtherance 
of the crime prohibited by 18 USC Sec. 241. This Court’s unlawful orders in furtherance 
of said crime make it impossible for defendant Armstrong to properly participate in this 
action, which is itself a furtherance of said crime. 

The “contract” that underlies Scientology’s complaint is an unlawful instrument because 
its purpose is, inter alia, the commission of crimes, specifically the crime prohibited by 
18 USC Sec. 241 and the obstruction of justice. Scientology obtained Armstrong’s 
signature on said “contract” by the commission of the same crime, by criminal acts 
against Armstrong’s attorney Michael J. Flynn, by extortion and criminal fraud. 

Defendants Minton and Trust are also victims of the same crime of conspiracy to deprive 
them of their Constitutional rights, 18 USC Sec. 241, which crime is furthered by this 
Court’s prior unlawful orders. 

This Court must set aside its unlawful orders, which further said conspiracy, including 
the conspiracy to deny due process, before it takes further actions to abet Scientology in 
the furtherance of its conspiracy.
